Civilian League Urges 
Navy Selection Reform 


Declaring that the morale of the officers 
of the Navy has been “seriously affected” 
and “weakened” by the operation of the 
present system of selection, the Air De 
fense League at its annual meeting in 
Vhiladelphia, March 20, passed a strong 
resolution demanding immediate publica 
tion of the General Board selection report 
and suspension of promotions in the Navy 
until a new improved system has been de 
vised. 

The League endorsed the resolution in- 
troduced last week by Representative J. 
William Ditter, of Venusylvania, which 
would prohibit the convening of any selec 
tion boards until July 1, 1938 and contem 
plates a congressional restudy of selec 
tion looking to the enactment of legisla 
tive reforms of the system. Determined 
to press its objective in the matter, the 
League appointed a committee headed by 
its secretary, John B. Stetson, jr., World 
War flyer and former U. S. Minister to 
Poland, to seek action by Congress. 

Meanwhile, in Congress this week a 
companion bill to the Ditter resolution 
was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
James J. Davis, of Vennsylvania. Identi 
cal in text with Hl. J. Res, 206, it was re 
ferred to the Senate Naval Affairs Com 
mittee and designated as 8S. J. Res, 119. 
Chairman Carl Vinson of the House 
Naval Committee which has the Ditter 
resolution before it, has been out of town 
all week, but he is expected to oppose giv 
ing committee consideration of the mea- 
sure. Representative Byron N. Scott, of 
Calif., chairman of the subcommittee on 
personnel of the House Naval Committee, 
however, favors an investigation of selec 
tion 

“I believe the committee should give 
consideration to correcting the evils and 
defects of the selection system,” he said, 
“I hope to have my subcommittee take up 
the matter and hold hearings, looking to 
some remedial legislation.” 

The resolution passed unanimously by 
the Air Defense League this week pro- 
vides: 

“WHEREAS the Air

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Selection of Tacoma, Wash. as Northwest Air Base Discussed by Editors 


Selection of the Tacoma Field for the site of the first of a series of air bases 
to be established in strategic areas has been endorsed by editors in the Northwestern 
United States and oddly enough by a New England editor. Cities in the Northwest 
have prepared data and advanced their claims. The various Chambers of Commerce 
feel that with further development of the United States defense program their cities 
may be in for some of the construction and development, 

“It seems only sensible that the United States Army should prepare to develop 
what will be known as the Northwest Air Base, at Tacoma, Washington, near Fort 
Lewis,” says the Providence, R. I., News-Tribune. “The base will be the first of a 
series to be employed in defending the North Pacific coast, Alaska and the Aleutian 
Islands. The new plane establishment thus becomes an important link in the great 
triangle of the first line of Pacific coast defense, This stretches from Alaska and the 
\leutians to Hawaii, and thence southward to the Panama Canal Zone. 

“Behind this screen, soon to be strongly fortified and already demonstrated to be 
in command of the United States by air, the fleet will operate and be comparatively 
sufe. We are not expecting any attack by any foreign power, but the condition of the 
world is much too uncertain today for us to be willing to leave our shores un 
protected, The simple elements of strategy call for the safe-guarding of so important 
au flank as Alaska-and the Aleutians. The tactical necessity for strong land bases 
in the Pacific northwest is thus once apparent. It is not jJingoism to applaud such 
a far-sighted policy. 

“Considered with the President's determined policy of strengthening the fleet, 
the air forces and the naval stations on and in the Pacific, the development of 
commercial air service by way of Hawaii to the Philippines and projected establish- 
ment of similar lines to Australia by way of the South Pacific, the surveying of new 
bases in the Aleutians, the individual elements in the new picture of Pacific defense 
gradually are fitting together to form a comprehensive whole. Release of the United 
States from the Washington and London naval pacts has hastened the carrying out 
of tactical plans long in the making.” 


“Millions are involved in the government’s development of the new air base,” 
states the Tacoma, Wash., T'imes. “Fort Lewis oflicers were heartily in accord with 





Proposed Naval Reserve Law

HE civilian component, meaning the 

National Guard, the Naval Militia, 
various Reserves and people otherwise 
drawn from civil life, comprised over S5 
per cent of the personnel of our World 
War Army and Navy. Dependence, in 
large measure, on the civilian component 
atlso characterized our earlier wars. It 
has been estimated that upwards of 10 
fo 15 men, reasonably trained and 
equipped, maintained on a basis of one 
evening drill per week and two weeks of 
training annually, in combat organiza 
tions of the National Guard, Naval Re 
serve and Marine Corps Reserve (the lat 
ter two including Naval Militia), ean be 
made available in readiness for war duty 
at about the cost of one man of the Reg 
ular establishment. 

In the case of other elements of the 
Reserves, which are trained on a less 
intensive basis and, in some instances, 
not as fully prepared for immediate war 
service, the margin of economy is even 
greater, 

Dependence on civilian components for 
a large proportion of our National De- 
fense Forces, is obviously necessary in 
normal times for a rational budget policy. 
Nevertheless history indicates that prior 
to the World War, and to a greater ex- 
tent prior to the Spanish American War, 
the training of these civilian components 
in peace-time was greatly neglected, 

Visualizing National Defense as a na 
tion-wide cooperative effort, under peace 
time leadership of the responsible offi- 
tials in charge of the regular Army and 
Navy, leaders in Congress have for some 
years endeavored to establish a legisla- 
tive background for our Defense forces 
which will better coordinate the civilian 
components. The National Defense Act 
seems to be popularly conceded as a 
great forward step taken by Congress, in 
earrying out their mandate derived from 
the Constitution, with respect to the 
Army. The Honorable Carl Vinson, 
Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, in an endeavor to promote 
the efficiency of the Naval Reserve and 
Marine Corps Reserve as civilian com 
ponents of the Naval establishment, initi- 
uted the revision and rewriting of the 
Naval Reserve Law as announced by him 
in a Hearing on April 4, 1985, and invited 
the U. S. Naval Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion to cooperate with the Naval Affairs 
Committee in this task. 

At the time of the aforementioned ac- 
tion by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, the Supply Bill for the Navy was 





under consideration by the House Sub 
committee on Naval Appropriations. The 
Chairman of the Subcommittee, the late 
Honorable Glover H. Cary submitted the 
Committee’s Report to the House on 
April 23, 1935, in which the following 
comment was made with reference to the 
Appropriation for the Naval Reserve : 


“There has been an insistent, widespread 
urge, bordering on propaganda, to expand 
this appropriation. However desirable that 
may be, the committee is advised by the 
Chief of Naval Operations that there are uses 
for any money additional to the Budget the 
Congress might be willing to provide of much 
higher priority. At the instance of the com 
mittee that official is going to appoint a board 
of high-ranking naval officers, with officers of 
the Naval Reserve and of the Marine Corps 
und the Marine Corps Reserve having repre 
sentation thereon to study the whole question 
of Reserve personnel; what the requirements 
are and what training policy should be pur 
sued. If the London Treaty should be ex 
tended or renewed and we eventually become 
rid of all combatant craft in excess of present 
treaty quotas and should officer and man 
and operate the entire Navy of treaty propor 
tions, our Reserve requirements as now set up 
may need to be materially altered.” 


A Committee on Naval Reserve Law of 
our Association prepared an estimate and 
recommendations which were unanimous- 
ly adopted by our January 1936 Conven- 
tion and were presented to a House Sub- 
committee on Naval Affairs, Hon. John 
J. Delaney, Subcommittee Chairman, 
which was in charge of developing a new 
basic law for the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve. (Copy of this estimate 
and recommendations appears on page 
2088, Hearings No. 471, January 1936). 
The objective indicated in this estimate 
and in testimony developed by the Naval 
Affairs Subcommittee during January 
1936, were as follows: 


Objective 1. Legislation for the Reserve 
similar in principle to that of the National 
Defense Act. This was not, however, expected 
to comprehend the organization of the Naval 
establishment as a whole, to the extent that 
this is governed, in the case of the Army, by 
the National Defense Act. It has been strong 
ly urged that in rewriting of the Act the con 
fusion in existing law, of intermingling pro 
visions regarding Retired Regulars trans 
ferred to the so-called Fleet Naval Reserve, 
should be covered by an entirely separate act 
to hereafter insure against considerable mis 
understanding about this which has existed 
in the past. Though the problems of the Navy 
differ materially from those of the Army, both 
services are based on the same fundamental 
principles. It would therefore seem that such 
of these principles in the National Defense 
Act as apply to the civilian component should 
govern, so far as practicable, in writing a law 
for the Naval Reserve. 

Objective Il. Participation by the Reserve 
in its administration. An administrative set 
up including in its composition suitable offi 
cers of the Reserve appointed by the Presi 
dent for a 4 year tenure and confirmed by the 
Senate, to the end that the needs for properly 
maintaining a Reserve may be under spon

immune from any attacks that might be made along the coastline. It is peculiarly 
fitted for the purpose and its choice was almost a matter of course.” 

“The field has been given cost free to the government and army plans provide 
for the purchase of 60,000 acres between it and Fort Lewis, eventual expenditure of 
$10,000,000 and the basing of 200 planes and 2,000 men here,” reports the Tacoma, 
Wash., Ledger. 

“The large mobilization of planes and men, plus the army expenditure, will offset 
many times the half million dollars the county has invested in the airport. 

“The selection of Tacoma Field and Fort Lewis as the site of the Northwest 
air base was not ‘one of those things.’ It did not ‘just happen.’ * * * 

“Directly announcement was made that the army planned air bases at strategic 
points, there began a spirited fight up and down the coast and in the Pacific Northwest 
for the very considerable investment involved. Spokane, Bellingham, Vancouver, Med 
ford, California towns and Salt Lake City made bids for the site.” 


Before formal announcement of the selection of the Tacoma site was made, the 
Seattle, Wash., Vimes endorsed it saying: 

“It would be difficult to find in all western Washington a location susceptible 
to large-scale development so admirably suited to army needs, and this one has the 
additional and very great advantage of proximity to the army’s major establishment 
at Fort Lewis. When choice is finally announced Tacoma will be due for congratula 
tions, not on a bit of good luck, but on having something to offer which properly 
commands army preference.” 


sorship of Reserve officers of sufficient rank 
and security of tenure of office, to be insured 
a hearing in the higher councils of the Navy 
Department. The principle on which this ob 
jective was based is that the Reserve should 
have “a legal official voice in the determina 
tion of legislation, recommendations to the 
Congress or the Chief Executive, the prepara 
tions of regulations, and the formulation of 
policies of administration affecting it. This 
to the end that the long experience and the 
best minds of this civilian component can be 
used to the purposes of developing a most 
effective and efficient component of the Navy.” 
It hus been proposed that an additional As 
sistant Secretary of the Navy to assist in ad 
ministering the Reserve and to perform such 
other duties as the Secretary of a Navy might 
indicate, and a Naval Reserve Bureau headed 
by a Naval Reserve officer, might be the 
means for accomplishing this objective. 
Though many students of this problem con 
sider these proposals would have the desired 
effect, considerable opposition to same has 
been developed. It may be that in the im 
portant interest of providing a plan which 
will receive the widest possible support, some 
alternative of these two proposals, but con 
forming to them in fundamental principles, 
might be in order 

Objective TTL. Direct budgetary approach. 
Provision for representations on behalf of the 
budget for the Reserve, which will reason 
ably insure to it a priority more in keeping 
with the importance of the Reserve Forces as 
essential components of the Naval establish 
ment. This would be partly accomplished by 
an improved administrative setup but might 
further be assured by other legal provisions. 

Objective IV. Integrity of appropriations. 
Legal provisions reasonably insuring integ 
rity of funds appropriated for the Reserve 
against transfers or curtailments by adminis 
trative authority, unless applied in the same 
ratio with the Regular service 

Having in mind that the Naval Reserve 
is a component of the Navy, some critics 
of the aforementioned objectives charge 
that establishment of these would sepa- 
rate the Reserve from the Navy to the 
obvious detriment of the National De- 
fense as a whole. Careful study of the 
effect of these objectives seem to indicate 
that they would tie the Reserve in more 
closely with the Navy and that is un- 
derstood to be their purpose. In some 
respects the Reserve is already a sort 
of separate entity within the Navy. Sup- 
port for the Reserve being thus in com- 
petition with other Navy activities, was 
one of the reasons which prompted ad- 
vocating some improved administrative 
setup which would insure stronger sup- 
port for the Reserve in keeping with its 
importance as an element of the Navy. 
The initiation by Congress, in 1935, of 
these studies of the Naval Reserve prob- 
lem, has aroused a very much more wide- 
spread interest in the Reserve on the part 
of the members of the Regular establish- 
ment and also on the part of Reservists 
themselves. Conflict of views have occa- 
sioned some tension, but generally speak- 
ing a very much better understanding of 
the Reserve has ensued, progress has 





been made towards reasonably adequate 
appropriation support and the importance 
of Reserve participation in Departmental 
administration has been enhanced. These 
developments have led to the suggestion 
that an adequate Reserve can be devel 
oped under existing legislation but such 
a proposal may not allow consideration 
for the likelihood of waning interest and 
influence which might follow if Congress 
should abandon its efforts to develop new 
legislation or if the revised law, as en 
acted, does not insure such strengthen 
ing of the Reserve administration to the 
extent of having its importance adequate 
ly kept before the notice of Navy Depart 
ment authorities, 


To cooperate with the effort of the 
Naval Affairs Committee to rewrite the 
Naval Reserve Law, also to make the 
study of the Naval Reserve problem re 
quested by the Subcommittee on Naval 
Appropriations, the Navy Department 
had these subjects considered by u board 
in the Fall of 1935. It is understood that 
the findings of this board were trans 
mitted to the House Subcommittee on Na 
val Affairs, Hon. John J. Delaney, Chair 
man. The Subcommittee held hearings 
during January 1936 (Hearings No. 471), 
which developed testimony in connection 
with the aforementioned four objectives 
and additional desirable legislative pro 
visions. Effect was given to these Hear 
ings by the proposed Naval Reserve Law 
introduced as H. R. 11681 in March 1986 
by Congressman Melvin J. Maas of the 
Naval Affairs Subcommittee. This bill 
failed of enactment and lapsed with the 
adjournment of the 74th Congress. After 
Congress adjourned in June 1936, the 
Navy Department developed a new draft 
of legislation which was considered by 
a Conference of Regulars and Reservists 
concerning which accounts were pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
November 14, 21 and 28, 1936. The Jan 
uary 1987 Convention of our Association 
was officially advised by a representative 
of the Navy Department of the develop 
menf of this legislation, of changes made 
in same since the November Conference, 
and of its status as then being under 
review by the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy. A proposal to approve the 
legislation as the platform objective of 
the Association failed of adoption. The 
Convention thereupon referred the mat 
ter of new legislation to the Legislativ 
Committee of our Association for such 
action as it deemed advisable, and sup 
ulated that the Committee should not be 
bound by previous instructions of the 
Association in regard thereto. This, 1 
effect, vests the National Legislative 
Committee with discretionary power ft 
represent the Association in action to be 
taken with reference to the new |rgisla 
tion, before the Naval Affairs Comunittee

Army’s Rearmament Program 

A survey of the War Department's 
program for the procurement of modern 
equipment for the fighting forces reveals 
progress in many lines but much yet to 
be attained. 

The rearmament program was drafted 
some time ago and pushed with vigor by 
General Douglas MacArthur while he was 
chief of staff General Malin Craig and 
Secretary of War Woodring have carried 
it forward as one of the outstanding needs 
of National Defense. 

A survey of the situation as it exists 
today follows: 

Programs for Armament 
and Equipment. 

1. Mechanization. 

a. Cavalry, 

(1) One mechanical Cavalry brigade 
of two regiments of Cavalry and one 
battalion of mechanized artillery, 

The major portion of the equipment 
required for this Brigade is in the pro 
cess of procurement. 


Motorization 


(2) Mechanized platoons for 13 
Cavalry regiments of the Regular 
Army. 


These platoons have been provided 
with their equipment. 

(3) Seven armored car troops for 
use with three Regular and four Na 
tional Guard regiments of Cavalry. 

Equipment for one troop in process 
of procurement. 

b. Infantry. 

(1) One Light Tank regiment will be 
completed in the current year. 

(2) Three of the seven tank com 
panies for use with Regular Infantry 
divisions are being equipped. 

(3) Thirty-six light tanks for the 
National Guard, in process of procure 
ment. This number will provide two 
lanks for training purposes for each 
tank company of the 18 National Guard 
divisions. 

2. Motorization. 

The motorization program, in general, 
is to substitute motor for animal trans 
portation wherever such substitution 
would be advantageous. Lt involves every 
arm and service according to its specific 
needs. 

One million dollars has been appropri 
ated for approximately 1000 motor 
vehicles for the Regular Army during the 
current fiscal year. At its close, approxi- 
mately G0% of the vehicles required for 
the Regular Army and 50% of the num 
ber required for the National Guard will 
be on hand. 

3. Modernization Field Artillery. 

Material progress is being made in the 
replacement of 75mm guns by 75 howitz 
ers in artillery units serving with the 
First Cavalry Division and the Me 
chanized Cavalry Brigade; in the mod 
ernization of 75mm gun carriages; in 
equipping batteries; with high speed 
adapters so that they may be employed 
with motorized units and in providing 
tractors for 75mm truck-drawn units. 

4. Antiaircraft Artillery. 

One of the four antiaircraft regiments 
of the Regular Army in the United States 
has been provided with modern equip 
ment ; the second will be so equipped dur 
ing the current fiscal year. 

5. National Guard. 

In the National Guard provision is be- 
ing made, in part, for the training equip 
ment required by antiaircraft regiments 





ally accumulated to a point that will meet 
the most urgent requirements. 

7. Miscellaneous Equipment. 

In addition to the foregoing, procure- 
ment is being made of 8l-mm mortars for 
the Infantry, .50 caliber machine guns 
for the Infantry and Cavalry, for the 
production in limited numbers of caliber 
30) semiautomatic rifles, an improved 
type of mount for machine guns, and 
radio equipment for mechanized units, 

S. Airplane Procurement. 

Funds appropriated for this purpose, 
fiscal years 1036-37, will permit procure- 
ment to attain approximately 75 per cent 
of the total number of airplanes author- 
ized by law to be maintained. However, 
the life of the airplane is limited and an 
nual replacement as well as augmenta 
tion in quantity will be necessary before 
the objective set by the Congress can be 
attained. 

? Ground Troops. 

In the field of rearmament and re 
equipment of ground troops with modern 
weapons and communication, the War 
Department programs thus far have sup- 
ported only the needs of active units of 
the Regular Army. The programs of the 
National Guard have contemplated the 
acquirement of modern equipment only 
on the minimum necessary for 
training in peace-time. The inactive units 
of the Regular Army, units which must 
rapidly be brought into being in time of 
emergency, are thus far unprovided for. 
The deticiency is particularly acute in 
antiaircraft: material. There should be 
provided the modern armament needed 
for such units. In an emergency the de- 
mand for antiaircraft protection will be 
immediate and enormous. 

10. Seacoast Defenses, 

A substantial program for the augmen- 


basis 


tution of seacoust defenses is being 
inaugurated in the current fiseal year. 
There has been appropriated for this 


purpose $3,150,073 for the improvement 
of Pacific coast harbor defenses ; $3,141,- 
780 for the improvement of seacoast de- 
fenses in Hawaii, and $024,194 for the 
strengthening of the fortification in 
Panama.

Nation to Observe Army Day 

Led by the President of the United 
States, Governors, Mayors, and rank'ng 
officials of the Army, the tenth annual 
celebration of Army Day, will be ob 
served Tuesday, April 6, 1937, the twen 
tieth anniversary of America’s entry in 
to the World War. 

Sponsored by the Military Order of the 
World War, Army Day will be in charge 
of Capt. John Parker Hill, Vice Comman- 
der-in-Chief and National Chairman. He 
will be assisted by an active committee 
consisting of the State and Chapter Com 
manders and a number of Citizens Or 
ganizations. In some cities where the 
Military Order of the World War does 
not have chapters, the Reserve Officers 
and Junior Chamber of Commerce will 
handle the celebration. 

Ceremonies will be held in all the Corps 
Areas, and virtually every large city, 
post and station of the U. S. Army, not 
only in the United States but in Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico as well. 

In some cities, as in New York, the cele 
bration will be held Saturday, April 10, 
Tecause of the likelihood of larger crowds 
and enthusiasm. Congressman Lister 
Hill, Chairman of the Tlouse Military Af 
fairs Committee, will be the principal 
speaker at the banquet in New York. 

Secretary of War Hlarry IL. Woodring 
will speak over. the blue network of the 
National Broadcasting Company and the 
Mutual Broadcasting Company Tuesday 
night from 10 to 10:30 pum. He will also 
review the parade in Washington Tues 
day afternoon along with a number of 
other cabinet officers and the President, 
if he is in Washington. 

Besides the President, governors of the 
various states have issued proclamations 
for the observance of Army Day. Follow- 
ing is the text of the President's procla- 
mation : 

“Whereas Senate Concurrent Resolution 5, 
Toth Congress, Ist Session, provides 

“That April 6 of each year be recognized by 
the Senate and Llouse of Representatives of 
the United States of Americn as Army Day, 
nnd that the President of the United States 
be requested, as Commander in Chief, to order 
military units throughout the United States 
to assist civie bodies in appropriate celebra 
tion to such extent as he may deem advisable; 
to issue a proclamation each year declaring 
April 6 a8 Army Day, and in such proclama 
tious to invite the Governors of the various 
states to issue Army Day prochimations: Pro 
vided, That in the event April 6 falls on Sun 
day, the following Monday shall be recog 
nized as Army Day.’ 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin DD. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States of American, 
pursuant to the above Concurrent Resolution 
do hereby declare April 6, 1987, Army Day, 
and - invite the Governors of the Several 
States to issue Army Day prochimations : and, 
aeting under the authority invested in me as 
Commander in Chief, | order military units 
throughout the United States, its Territories 
and possessions, to assist civie bodies in the 
appropriate observance of that day 

“In witness whereof, T have hereunto set

“The coming observance of Army Day, 
under the patriotic sponsorship of the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War, finds all 
America united in the advocacy of peace and 
security for our beloved country. Twenty 
years ago we were entering the great World 
War, in which our Army fought with courage 
and from which it emerged in triumph. 

“While we cherish the memories of the 
heroism, the loyalty and the devotion of our 
soldiers we all unite in the fervent hope that 
we may remain at peace. Though our own 
relations with all countries are on a basis of 
warm friendship we cannot fail to note the 
many factors that threaten world peace. 
Under the circumstances prudence indicates 
that we keep our defenses intact. Our Army 
and our Navy are maintained solely for de- 
fense—never for aggression. They are to pre- 
serve peace, not to wage war. 

“This understanding of the purpose of our 
defense establishment is recognized by most 
of our people, who understand that peace and 








security are inseparable. The general obsery- 
ance of Army Day is aiding greatly in pro- 
moting this understanding.

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Urge Selection Reform 

(Continued from First Page) 
solved that the Air Defense League hereby 
goes on record as endorsing the resolution 
recently introduced into Congress by the 
Honorable William J. Ditter, asking for the 
suspension of the present system of selection 
in the Navy until this whole matter has been 
completely analyzed and changed to a system 
which will maintain the morale of the officer 
complement of the Navy.” 

In an interview at the national head- 
quarters of the League at the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia, following 
the meeting, Mr. Stetson stated: 


“History has given us numerous lessons 
that the strength of any military service 
depends to a great degree upon its morale. 
Where the esprit of its officers and men 
is high, a military force, given proper 
weapons, can be depended upon in time 
of crisis. With morale lowered, no matter 
how well armed and equipped, it may well 
fail. 

“It is because of this well proven truth 
that the Air Defense League is urging 
Congress to investigate thoroughly the 
present, very unsatisfactory, system in 
the Navy with regard to the promotion 
of officers, with a view to establishing a 
system which will not only be equitable 
to all concerned but will maintain a spirit 
and morale among the officers of the high- 
est possible standing. 

“We are determined to support the 
efforts of Congressman Ditter and those 
associated with him in opening this ques- 
tion for complete analysis. His knowledge 
of naval matters is profound, and his in- 
terest in this subject sincere and intelli- 
gent because of the careful study and 
analysis which he has made of the whole 
question. We hope that those members of 
Congress and the citizens of the country 
who are interested in the well being of 
our Naval establishment will rally to his 
support. 

“We are, today, building ships at a 
rapid rate. Appropriations are being 
made to an unprecedented total to pro- 
vide for an adequate national defense and 
yet we find Naval authorities and Con- 
gress doing nothing to correct admitted 
faults in the promotion system which are 
destroying the initiative of the officers 
personnel of the Navy, muzzling freedom 
of thought and action in the Navy and 
making officers think primarily of how to 
secure promotion rather than how to do 
their jobs in the best possible manner, 
harming the efficiency of the Navy. This 
subject has been thoroughly studied by 
the General Board and they have made 
a report. However, for some reason, it 
has been deemed inadvisable that this 
report be furnished to the representatives 
of the citizens and to the citizens them- 
selves, and we believe that the citizens of 
the United States are entitled to this re- 
port. We are being called upon this year 
to pay taxes sufficient to allot over one 
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billion dollars to the Army and Navy for 
national defense purposes and, as the 
ones who pay the bills, the Air Defense 
League believes that we are entitled to 
know the contents of this Board report 
which vitally affects the morale of the 
Naval establishment. 


“Constructive thinking and creative 
initiative are essential to the well being 
of any military or Naval organization and 
this applies particularly to aviation, 
which is today moving at an unprece- 
dented rate involving many new techni- 
cal, strategical and tactical questions 
every day and requiring of its personnel 
an alertness and vision of a high degree. 
We are also facing today a real need for 
personnel in the aviation part of our 
Naval establishment and we believe that 
everything should be done to establish in 
the minds of both the flying personnel and 
the general line officers a feeling of secur- 
ity regarding their status in the Navy and 
every possible effort made to retain in the 
service those officers who have proven by -> 
their records that they are well qualified 
to be retained. We have studied this sub- 
ject thoroughly and expect to continue an 
aggressive effort to see that the present 
system is changed to one which will be 
more satisfactory. To this end we are 
supporting strongly the resolutions of 
Congressman Ditter recently introduced 
which will suspend the powers and duties 
conferred by law or regulation upon 
Selection Boards for the Navy between 
the dates of the passage of the Act and 
prior to July 1, 1938. 

“Some form of selective promotion,” 
continued Mr. Stetson, “is undoubtedly 
advisable. It is necessary in the higher 
grades. Since 1934, however, the Navy 
has followed a system whereby officers 
are considered by a Board which meets 
in secret session and promotes some and 
retires others, despite the fact that offi- 
cers may be forced from the_active ser- 
vice without a hearing by action of a 
Board which meets in secret. This pro- 
cedure is foreign to American ideals, but 
even so, the system might avoid the pres- 
ent prevailing criticism if it only retired 
unfit officers. This is not the case. Of 
those retired, a few, probably, should be 
eliminated; the great majority are cap- 
able officers, however, qualified in every 
way to perform their present duties and 
the duties of higher rank. In the past 
two years many officers who were out- 
standing have been passed over and we 
believe that this whole subject should be 
opened up and reconsidered from the 
date of its inception. 

“The Board under the present Navy 
system is supposed to consider the records 
of the officers and pass their action there- 
on. The records of the officers in the 
lower grade are often as alike as two peas 
in a pod and while it is not difficult for 
the Board to eliminate the few obviously 
unfit officers and promote the few who 
have had an opportunity to distinguish 
themselves, it is usually a_hit-or-miss 
proposition for the remainder. It is ob- 
vious in such a situation that those known 
and personally favored by one or more of 
the ranking officers who sit on the Board 
have an advantage. It is, however, a great 
disadvantage to the Navy and to the citi- 
zens of this country for today we find 
officers much more interested in currying 
favor with their superior than in con- 
structive thinking about their job. And 
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this leads directly to the complete collapse 
of morale. 

“The result of the operation of the sys- 
tem has been not only to create a feeling 
of insecurity among officers but to make 
them think and conduct themselves pri- 
marily with the thought of assuring selec- 
tion and not of the betterment of the 
service. We are building up a fine group 
of ‘yes men’ but what we need today 
is free and untrammeled constructive 
thinking. Officers are reluctant to do any- 
thing which might be looked upon as 
criticism of a superior or criticism of the 
present naval procedure. A young officer 
who did this might face a possible court- 
martial where he could present and win 
his case. However, he knows that if he 
took such action the Selection Board 
would simply pass him by without a 
chance of rebuttal. Possibility of getting 
another Sims under the present system is 
extremely remote. 

“Officers assigned to Naval aviation are 
particularly affected by the system. In 
every military service in the world there 
are today sharp differences of opinion 
between air men and ground soldiers and 
surface sailors. The advancement of avia- 
tion demands that the aviator have his 
say against the old line admiral who 
thinks only in terms of battleships and 
gunnery fire. Freedom of thought and 
speech are impossible today under the 
Navy’s selection system. 

“That there are faults in the system 
is admitted by Naval officers themselves 
and we feel that the report of the Gen- 
eral Board, is essential to a proper con- 
sideration of the question. This Board 
was in session over seven months and 
considered the problem from all angles 
and their lengthy report, according to 
rumor, involves a number of suggested 
changes. We believe that the Secretary 
of the Navy should immediately release 
this report, even though it evidently does 
not meet the favor of certain high placed 
officials In the Department and has been 
pigeon-holed and apparently no further 
action contemplated. The Air Defense 
League, therefore, demands the im- 
mediate release of this report as a basis 
for the consideration of the whole prob- 
lem by Congress and we shall do our ut- 
most to see that the present system of 
selection is changed to one which will 
not only be a workable plan but one which 
will maintain among the line officers and 
the flying officers of the Navy a fine spirit 
of morale which we believe is the funda- 
mental requirement of an efficient Naval 
establishment.”

THE NATION WILL EXPRESS appreciation on April 6th of its possession of 
military forces which are devoted to its interests both in peace and war. This appre- 
ciation will come no longer from groups of citizens alive to the importance of proper 
defense. It will come from all citizens, whose representatives in Congress unani- 
mously fixed Army Day by law. April 6th was chosen for that day because it is the 
anniversary of the entrance of the United States into the World War, during which 
General Pershing, with his soldier genius, took the raw material shipped to him and 
fashioned it into an efficient, striking machine, which, ably led, brought victory to 
the Allied and Associated arms. Devoted as America is to peace, our people are 
prone to forget that the comparative isolation we enjoy cannot of itself protect us 
from engulfment into the whirlpool of a general war, or to appreciate that mere 
paper declarations of neutrality, either by presidential proclamation or by law, are 
of no value unless backed up by a respectable military establishment. The conscious- 
ness that this is so, is seeping gradually into American understanding, and has re- 
sulted, under the leadership of the President, in some progress toward that strength 
which is essential for our defense. Then, too, the peace time value of the Army again 
was demonstrated by the skillful manner in which, directed by General Craig, the 
Chief of Staff, it moved into the flooded areas of the Middle West a few weeks ago 
and provided food, shelter, clothing and medical attention for the afflicted, and 
otherwise ameliorated their suffering. With first hand knowledge of what the 
efficient but small Regular Army is able to accomplish and the keen interest it takes 
in cooperating with the splendid organization of the National Guard and in pro- 
moting the training of the patriotic civilians who hold reserve commissions, the 
people feel it to be the duty of their Government to provide the means for the 
maintenance and development of all components of the Army. No longer have they 
patience with pacifist critics who talk about unpreparedness and stuffed shirt gen- 
erals. They realize from their recollections of the World War, the high class of 
officer material which organized and led our arms to victory, and from the recent 
flood, the capacity of that same material to organize, direct and labor unremittingly 
to furnish relief. With Europe sitting on a powder keg, an international war in 
progress within the boundaries of Spain, Italy truculent and preening over her 
conquest of weak Ethiopia, Japan lopping off slices of China, and two different 
political philosophies clashing and arousing bitterness in the breasts of mankind, 
the obvious thing for America to do is to prepare so well that no nation will dare 
to attack us. Congress appears in a frame of mind to go as far as it feels it can 
toward that end. The people should show their approval of this attitude by an 
enthusiastic celebration of Army Day. } 


THE MOVEMENT INITIATED BY Representative Alfred N, Phillips of Con- 
necticut looking toward an intensive restudy of the entire pay act of 1922 with a view 
to ironing out any inequalities that may be found and establishing a general upward 
revision in keeping with the increases that have been made in other government 
agencies should be carried forward immediately. Representative Phillips proposes 
that such a study be undertaken by a joint subcommittee of the Military and Naval 
Committees of the House. He would have committees of the Services concerned work 
with them. Such a joint congressional committee could perform its portion of the 
task promptly and be prepared within a short period to submit its report, for all the 
spade work for such a pay study has been ably performed by the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board of 1929, under the capable leadership of Rear Adm, Luke McNamee, USN, 
and Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman, USA, and Brig. Gen, George Richards, USMC. 
That Board's report indicated that in the period between 1908 and 1929, while service 
pay schedules remained unincreased, other government rates progressed steadily up- 
ward in keeping with the increased cost of and standard of living. The foreign ser- 
vice (which is about to be increased again) gained 175 per cent in its pay range. 
Mechanical civil service employes gained 153 per cent. Cabinet members and assistant 
secretaries (for whom increases are recommended in the President’s reorganization 
message) gained 25 and 111 per cent, respectively. Likewise, civilian industry and 
commerce increased its schedules. But the military and naval services remained in 
the same range as in 1908.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The New Fitness Report—The new Fitness Report form that has just been made 
effective for semi-annual reports, by seniors, on officers of the Navy is being dis- 
cussed with intense interest by officers in the fleet. For one thing there seems to be 
lack of unanimity among officers as to the meaning of “Moral Courage,” which has 
been added to the new form as one of the “qualities” to be given a mark under 
paragraph 12. Discussion also arises as to the failure to take any cognizance of 
“service reputation” either in the compiling of the fitness reports and personnel 
records or in the other processes leading to the action of selection boards. 

Moral Courage is defined in the form as: “with reference to that mental quality 
which impels one to carry out the dictates of his conscience and convictions fear- 
lessly.” There is no general agreement among officers in the fleet as to the reasons 
why it was thought necessary to add “moral courage” to the list of qualities that are 
required to be marked on fitness reports. The inclusion of moral courage in the re- 
port is thought by some to imply the lack of this quality in full measure by some 
officers of the service. 

No little discussion among officers appears to center on the different meanings 
that are likely to be given by commanding officers to the quality, “moral courage.” It 
is thought by some to be capable of different interpretations, in spite of the fact that 
the Department’s meaning is seemingly clearly expressed in the definition that is 
placed immediately under the quality. 

There are some officers who have given thought to the possibility that the ob- 
jective intended to be achieved by the inclusion of “moral courage” may be to stiffen 
the backbone of officers who are thought to bend backward to avoid being suspected 
by others of “greasing” their seniors for the purpose of enhancing their marks on 
fitness reports. 

“Greasing” is a hated characteristic when found to exist among officers of the 
Navy. Outside of the service, greasing is known variously as currying favor from 
superiors; bootlicking. Among those who have found fault with the system of selec- 
tion in the navy, it has been asserted that present day selection tends to nourish the 
practice of unwarrantedly currying favor with seniors to the ultimate deteriment 
of the service as a whole. 

One of the first lessons learned by plebes at the Naval Academy is to rigorously 
avoid greasing the officers or upperclassmen, or seeming to do so. Those who would 
violate the anti greasing code among midshipmen are certain to forfeit the highest 
respect of their classmates and life henceforward becomes less pleasant than here- 
tofore. The anti greasing code among line officers of the Navy is taken from the 
Academy into the service afloat, and there becomes a hall mark of a naval officer. 

There are expressions of approval in the fleet of the change in the new fitness 
report that permits the reporting officer to designate an officer as “outstanding.” The 
commonly accepted definition of outstanding is thought to preclude any ambiguity 
and to permit of no interpretations. It is believed, however, in this connection, that 
the addition of outstanding may be responsible for a lessened use of “average” in 
designating an officer’s worth. In a relative sense hereafter, an “average” officer 
may be considered to have attained a lower relative standing than before “outstand- 
ing” was introduced. 


Considered Additional Cruisers for Navy—In the early stages of consideration of 
the items to be submitted to Congress for authorization during the present session, 
the Navy Department considered incorporating a request for authorization for 10 
cruisers, it was learned this week, in order that if such authorization were granted, 
the Navy Department, if the situation warranted, could include in the 1939 Appre 
priation Bill, funds for the construction of additional vessels of the cruiser class 
for which at present no authorization exists. These vessels would be in addition to 
those authorized under the Vinson-Trammell Bill, it was explained. 

This item was included in the preliminary draft of the proposed Authorization 
Bill but was later deleted because in the opinion of the Navy Department the sub- 
mission of such request simultaneously with a request for authorization of the 
Auxiliary Building Program might detract from the importance which the Navy 
Department attaches to the authorization of the Auxiliary Program, it was said. 











Civilian Counsel on Navy Courts—The question has recently arisen, in connection 
with unofficial discussions of naval courts martial, as to whether it is mandatory that 
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civilian counsel, acting either for the defense or associated with the judge advocate 
in the prosecution, present credentials to show that he is a member of the bar. An 
examination of Naval Courts and Boards makes it apparent that all counsel, whether 
commissioned officer, enlisted man, or civilian, may serve either the defendant or act 
with the judge advocate before naval courts martial, regardless of whether such per. 
son has been admitted to practice as a member of the bar. Legal codes governing the 
administration of justice in the Navy have made provision, dating back to the earliest 
days of the navy for defendents before naval courts to be represented by “counse!,” 
The generally accepted meaning of the word “counsel” in this connection is that of 
uny person who may be chosen by the defendent to advise or counsel him in the con. 
duct of his defense. Counsel, in the meaning of Naval Courts and Boards, may be 
either male or female. There is no case that is known of in which counsel before a 
naval court has been a woman. The legal principle, underlying the unrestricted choice 
of a counsel by the defendent, was and still is, the natural consequence of the neces. 
sity of convening naval courts on board ships at sea and in distant places where mem. 
bers of the bar could not be made available. The discussion referred to above, arose 
from arguments on board ship efter public statements had been made to the effect 
that persons may legally be appointed to membership on the Supreme Court of the 
United States who are not members of the bar. 


Navy Ship Construction Progress—Completion of 26 ships under construction by 
the Navy will be delayed indefinitely, an official Navy progress report reveals. In- 
cluded in the number is the Aircraft Carrier Yorktown, scheduled for completion May 
6, 1937, two submarines and 23 destroyers. This number does not include the six 
destroyers and three submarines upon which construction has not been started because 
of the Navy’s failure to obtain steel.

Commissioning of Reeves Field—When the fleet returns to the base at Long Beach- 
San Pedro after the completion of Fleet Problem XVIII and the subsequent visit to 
San Francisco for the dedication of the Gollden Gate Bridge, one of the first projects 
to be attended to will be the commissioning of Admiral Reeves Field, the newly ¢on- 
structed naval seaplane base on Terminal Island, that lies between Long Beach and 
San Pedro. The work on the field which was undertaken as a WPA work project last 
Fall is due to be finished in the latter part of May and will be made use of imme- 
diately by the aircraft based on the battleships and cruisers of the fleet. Reeves Field 
fills a long felt and important need of the ships for the hauling out of naval seaplane’ 
on shore where they may be overhauled and serviced. Hitherto, these planes have 
been forced to fly to San Diego whenever it has been necessary to haul them out for 
routine inspections and repairs. This has overtaxed the facilities available for ait 
craft overhaul at North Island and moreover, has resulted in loss of time, separation 
of the planes from their ships, and serious inconvenience to aircraft personnel, inci- 
dent to shifting their base from the fleet to San Diego. The principal features of 
Reeves Field as a naval seaplane repair base, consists of a breakwater-enclosed 
mooring basin for the planes, a 640 foot concrete apron adjacent thereto for the 
overhaul of the planes and three runways, totaling 9,200 feet of concrete. A 
ramp, also of concrete, 174 feet in length, leads from the mooring basin to the over 
haul apron. This will make it practicable to take seaplanes from the water and up 
to the overhaul apron with a minimum of effort and time. The launching of the planes 
will be equally expedited. Plans for the commissioning of Reeves Field will be a? 
proved by Admiral Hepburn for the first week in June in accordance with orders 
that are expected to place the command of the field under the jurisdiction of Com 
mander Aircraft, Base Force, U. 8. Fleet. 
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Commands at Sea—In less than two months, twenty-five new captains will join 
the battle fleet to take over the command of battleships, plane carriers, heavy cruis- 
ers, light cruisers, and destroyer squadrons in accordance with orders already is- 
sued, or soon to be issued by the Bureau of Navigation. The new captains are coming 
to sea as reliefs of the captains. now in command and whose cruises will have expired 
by midsummer. Exactly half of the battleships now in commission will thus be turned 


over to new commanding officers. In the cast of the carriers, the coming shifts will 


make changes in two thirds of these ships, while more than seventy percent of the | 


heavy cruisers will pass under the command of other captains. 


In the fleet flag commands, eight admirals now serving ashore, will join the fleet 
as reliefs for an equal number whose sea duty will be ended in June. Orders for 


these shifts already have been issued and an additional change is slated in the case 


of commander aircraft battle fleet. When the orders for this shift have been issued, 
the total number of fleet flag changes will amount to nine.

Furlong. Besides these, Capt. Wilhelm L. Friedell has received his orders to turn 
over the command of the Colorado. Up to the time of going to press his relief had 
not been named. 


In addition to these changes, it is considered certain that the following battle- 
ship captains will be relieved within the next few weeks: Arkansas, now commanded 
by Capt. John S. Barleon; and the Utah, now under the command of Capt. Damon E. 
Cummings. Their normal tour of sea duty expires by midsummer or earlier. 


No changes are thought to be contemplated until the end of this year in the fol- 
lowing battleship commands: Idaho, Capt. Harvey 8. Delano; Tennessee, Capt. 
Laurence N. MeNair; Maryland, Capt. Louis P. Davis; Pennsylvania, Capt. Milo F. 
Draemel ; Nevada, Capt. Claude Banks Mayo; Texas, Capt. Fred F. Rogers; Arizona, 
Capt. George A. Alexander; and New Mexico, Capt. Frank Jack Fletcher. 

Only four (possibly three) of the captains now in the heavy cruisers will be 
continued in command in consequence of the coming shifts. These are Capt. Richard 
B. Coffman, the Salt Lake City; Capt. Herbert B. Riebe, the Chicago; Capt. George 
H. Bowdey, the Pensacola ; and Capt. William F. Amsden, in the Quincy. In the other 
heavy cruisers, shifts in command have been ordered as follows: the Indianapolis, 
to be commanded by Capt. Thomas 8S. Kincaid ; the Houston to be commanded by Capt. 
George N. Barker; the Northampton, to be commanded by Capt. Arthur 8. Carpen- 
der; the Astoria, to be commanded by Capt. Charles C. Gill; the Chester, to be 
commanded by Capt. Ezra G. Allen; and the New Orleans to be commanded by Capt. 
Augustine T. Beauregard. In addition to these changes, the following heavy cruis- 
ers are considered certain to have new captains by reason of the shifts now being 
made: Tuscaloosa, Capt. I. Hall Mayfield, probably to be relieved by Capt. Randall 
Jacobs; Portland, Capt. Willis W. Bradley, jr. (orders already issued) ; Louisville, 
Capt. William S. Farber; Minneapolis, Capt. Chester H. J. Keppler, San Francisco, 
Capt. W. L. Beck. Orders of the latter two have also been issued. 

The two newest cruisers to joint the fleet after shakedown cruises are to be 
commanded as follows: Vincennes, by Capt. Burton S. Green and the Philadephia, 
by Capt. Jules James. Changes have already been made in the commanding officers 
of two light cruisers: the Raleigh is now under the command of Capt. Charles H. 
Maddox and the Milwaukee has Capt. Mark C. Bowman. 

Two of the three big carriers are to have new commanding officers by the middle 
of summer, orders already having been issued: Capt. Leigh Noyes to command the 
Saratoga and Capt. John 8S. McBain to command the Lexington. The Ranger is slated 
to be commanded during the coming year by her present captain, Patrick N. L. 
Bellinger. 

Five major changes have just been made or ordered in the staffs of flag officers 
in the fleet, in addition to that involving Rear Adm. LeBreton, Captain John M. 
Smeallie will become chief of staff, in June, to Vice Admiral Tarrant ; Capt. Wil- 
liam R. Furlong will report for duty on the staff of Admiral Hepburn ; Capt. Edmund 
D. Almy will go to duty on the staff of Admiral Bloch ; Capt. Roland M. Brainerd has 
recently reported to Admiral Kalbfus for duty on his staff, and Capt. Fairfax Leary 
has just taken over as chief of staff to Admiral Block. Capt. J. H. Newton will join 
the staff of Admiral Sexton. 

In the destroyer squadrons, two senior captains have been ordered to report in 

une as squadron commanders: Capt. William Baggaley, to command Squadron 
One, and Capt. Herbert S. Kays, to command Squadron 14. 

At the time of going to press, vacancies for senior captains in command of eight 
large ships have yet to be filled as follows: Colorado, Arkansas, Utah ; heavy cruisers:

Japan’s Defense Policy 
Japan is not participating in any naval 
race but is seeking a feeling of security, 
Japanese Ambassador Hirosi Saito told 
the Japan Society at its annual banquet 
in New York March 30, 
“To be explicit and also up-to-date,” 


said Ambassador Saito, “let me speak on | 


the subject that interests the average 


man more specifically perhaps than any | 


other; it is that of armament. But in 
taking up the subject of armament be- 
tween the United States and Japan you 
see how few and unimportant are the 
problems between our countries, for there 
is no serious anxiety on either side re- 
garding our respective augmentations of 
force 
ours primarily in the army. 

“There can be little doubt that the 
American Navy, in spite of the substan- 
tial increases that are being made, is in- 
tended only for defense. The recent in- 
vestigations and legislations by your 
Congress, the recent declarations by your 
Executive Officials, and the general op- 
position of your people to participation 
in another war, especially one across the 
seas, is unmistakable evidence of an es- 
tablished policy of peace. 

“You have been told, however, that 
Japan's policy is not like this. Our policy, 
of course, cannot correspond exactly 
with yours. There are several reasons 
why it must be somewhat different. In 
the first place we are not so fortunately 
situated geographically nor so richly en 
dowed with territory and an abundance 
of natural resources. The United States 
occupies the heart of a splendid continent 
with no powerful neighbor of a potential- 
ly menacing character either north or 
south, and a vast ocean on either side. 
No country in the world is more blessed 
with security. On the other hand Japan 
has never, since its opening by Com- 
modore Perry, enjoyed a similar assur- 
ance of national safety. Present-day 
wars require an enormous supply of raw 
materials such as coal, iron, cotton and 
oil, and most of the supply of these comes 
to our islands from across seas or oceans 

much from the United States. Nor are 
we far separated by distance from power- 
ful or potentially powerful neighbors. 
We are in such a position that, I make 
bold to say, if another people—like, say, 
the British, or the Americans—were 
similarly situated, their policy of arma- 
ment would not be very different from 
ours. 

“But just what is our armament? Is it 
excessive in face of the facts of our posi- 
tion? Are we really a militarized nation? 
All things are relative. Unless that is 
kept in mind a fair estimate cannot be 
made, Recent reports from Tokyo to 
American newspapers have told that our 
national budget for the year 1937 is the 
largest in our history and that approxi- 
mately fifty per cent of it is allocated to 
the army and the navy. Without a com- 
parison of the budgets and the army and 
navy appropriations of other countries 
this would seem ominous. But of what 
nation is the budget less today than 
formerly? And what nation is spending 
proportionately less on armament? There 
are not many. The entire current budget 
of Japan is not a billion dollars; it is 
under nine hundred millions. Compare 
that with the billions the British now 
propose to spend on naval armament and 
the billions the United States has ex- 
pended upon projects of relief, and the 
alarm will disappear from the Japanese 
program of a little over four hundred 
millions in a year for army and navy to- 
gether. If it were true that our policy 
contemplated war with one or the domi- 
nation of another of our colossal neigh- 
bors, or a naval race with either of the 
other great sea powers, the appropria- 
tions would be infinitely larger. The size 
of them indicates unmistakably that our 
policy is like that of the United States, 
one only of defense. 

“Now let us compare the size of the 
army of Japan with those of her nearest 
neighbors, China and Russia. The stand- 
ing army of Japan numbers two hundred 
and fifty thousand men. That of Russia 
is said to be a million. And in China, if 
all of the forces of the various War Lords 
were combined, the total number of armed 
men would be over two millions. In the 
one case the force is four times as large, 


yours primarily in the navy and 


| 





in the other eight times that of Japan. 
I think the question may be fairly asked 
which of these three nations is the most 
highly militarized? 

“For various reasons the army of 
Japan has not been kept up to the latest 
mark in equipment since the World War 
brought about the mechanization of mili- 
tary forces, Our country, some of you 
will remember, suffered from a post-war 
depression sooner than any other outside 
of Europe, and it has been undergoing 
another in recent years, since the world- 
wide depression affected even the United 
States. We have not, therefore, had the 
money to spend for the purpose of bring- 
ing the army thoroughly up-to-date, This 
has been a cause for anxiety to our mili- 
tary men, especially in view of the prog- 
ress made in Soviet Russia, our nearest 
powerful neighbor, in the recent decade. 
If now we are beginning to expend a sub- 
stantial sum for modernization it is no 
cause for sensational comment. What we 
are striving for is a strength sufficient to 
insure the safety of Manchuria and Japan 
from possible attack. Though we do not 
contemplate one, it is the way of modern 
nations to be prepared. We want the 
feeling of security. 

“The naval policy of Japan, as our new 
Naval Minister recently stated in the 
Diet in Tokyo, is one of ‘non-menace and 
non-aggression.’ This is no new formula, 
It has been stated before by other Naval 
Ministers, which indicates that it is an 
established policy. The types of ships we 
are constructing are vessels capable of 
defending our shores in case of war but 
not such as can carry war across the seas. 
We are only trying to have an economical 
and useful navy to suit our own defense 
needs. In other words, we are not par- 
ticipating in any naval race.” 





Auto Plant a Military Asset 


Declaring that the establishment of a 
Chevrolet automobile factory adjoining 
the Holabird Quartermaster Depot in 
Baltimore, Md., “constitutes a military 
asset,” the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee this week approved a bill author- 
izing the Army to sell a tract of land to 
the General Motors Corporation. 

The land which would be sold amounts 
to 2.734 acres and lies within an area 
of land now occupied by a plant of the 
Chevrolet Motor Company. A part of the 
Holabird reservation, it is separated from 
the main reservation by a railroad right 
of way. In recommending enactment of 
the bill, General Malin Craig, as Acting 
Secretary of War, stated: 

“The development of this tract by the 
General Motors Corporation would be 
the most satisfactory use to which the 
land could be put from the War Depart- 
ment’s point of view, because of the fact 
that the Chevrolet plant in such close 
proximity to the Holabird Depot consti- 
tutes a military asset.” 





Oppose Ship Board Appointments 

The confirmation of Rear Adm. Henry 
A. Wiley, USN-Ret., and Rear Adm. 
Kmory 8. Land, USN-Ret., as members of 
the permanent Maritime Commission was 
blocked in the Senate this week by Sena- 
tor Hugo Black, D of Ala., and their nom- 
inations were referred back to the Senate 
Commerce Committee. The appointments 
of the two retired naval officers and of 
three civilians to make up the permanent 
Commission had previously been unan- 
imously approved by that committee, 

While Senator Black gave no reason 
for opposing the two appointments, he 
is understood to have opposed some of the 
personnel assignments made by Admiral 
Wiley since he has been acting as chair- 
man of the temporary commission. Ad- 
miral Land is said to not be in high favor 
with some members of the Nye Munitions 
Committee,

The bill, proposed by the War Depart- 
ment, would consolidate Government 
land at Jeffersonville now split by pri- 
vately owned property and would settle a 
boundary dispute of many years standing 
at the New York post. 





Improve Water Supply 

Provision for an improved water sup- 
ply system for the Army Air Corps post 
at Moffett Field, Calif., is contained in a 
recommended transfer of funds sub- 
mitted to Congress this week by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

“The present water supply, which is of 
doubtful permanency, is furnished from 
two wells the Bureau of the Budget in- 
formed the House. The excessive salt 
content and brackishness of the water 
supplied from these wells make it unfit 
for domestic use. In addition, the exces- 
sive quantity of sand being pumped with 
the water is damaging to all plumbing 
and heating boilers, as well as to all au- 
tomatic flush valves, and makes neces- 
sary constant repairs or replacements.” 

The sum of $112,000 would be trans- 
ferred from other Air Corps appropria- 
tions to permit the construction of pipe 
lines, pumps, ete., to connect with the 
San Francisco, Hatch-Hetchy water sys- 
tem.

Pensions for Reserves 
(Continued from First Page) 


Employees Compensation for disabilities 
incurred while on active duty, from in- 
juries but not from disease, recommended 
against its enactment. 


The War Department, in a report re- 
ceived by the committee this week, how- 
ever, recommended enactment of the bill 
before the committee (HR 2887) if it was 
amended so as not to give pensions for 
injuries incurred while undergoing train- 
ing in an inactive status and otherwise 
changed as suggested last week by the 
Veterans’ Administration. The amend- 
ments proposed by the two agencies 
besides confining the right to pensions to 
Reservists disabled while undergoing 
training under orders in an active duty 
status, would prevent concurrent pay- 
ment of active duty pay and pensions or 
employees compensation and pension, rule 
out any one dishonorably discharged, and 
liberalize the law to make it retroactive 
until June 15, 1933. 

As the bill before the committee is 
drawn, the War Department states, it 
could be construed to grant pensionable 
status to Reservists injured while en- 
gaged in any individual training in an in- 
active duty status such as while under- 
going courses of instruction at troop 
schools and group schools, or at special 
service schools or the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School in an inactive status, 
flying Army airplanes, undergoing target 
practice, ete. Declaring that there is a 
“distinct dividing line” between active 
duty status and inactive status, Secre- 
tary Woodring opposes pensions for in- 
active service and recommends enactment 
of legislation on the subject providing that 
such a distinction is made. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson’s stand 
that the bill before the committee (HR 
2887) would repeal that section of the Na- 
val Reserve Act of 1925 granting em- 
ployees compensation for active duty in- 
juries is disputed by others who have 
studied the matter. So too, is his con- 
clusion questioned that the benefits of the 
present naval law are more advantageous 
than the proposed plan. 

“A comparison of the benefits prescribed 
for the Naval and Marine Corps reservists 
injured in line of duty or their bene- 
ficiaries, as prescribed by the U. 8. Em- 
ployees’ Compensation Commission pur- 
suant to the provisions of section 14 of 
the Act of Feb. 28, 1925, and those which 
they would receive under the provisions 
of the bill HR 2887,” the Secretary of the 
Navy said, “indicates that the enactment 
of this bill would be disadvantageous to 
naval reservists so injured, for all classes 
of injuries which have thus far been sus- 
tained by reservists performing active or 
training duty or while attending drills. 

“Although the addition of the right to 
a pension for disease would be of ad- 
vantage to the reserve personnel, the ad- 
ministrative difficulties in determining 
the origin or aggravation of a disease 
during the brief period of service for 
training would in all probability render 
the application of the law inequitable 
and in the main impracticable.” 

In the consideration of the proposed 
bill in the Executive Departments, there 
was consultation between the Navy and 
War Departments, Veterans’ Administra- 
tion and Bureau of the Budget, and the 
latter three agencies, it is understood, con- 
sidered that the bill did not repeal Sec- 
tion 14 of the 1925 Naval Reserve Act. 
To assure against such an interpretation, 





the substitute bill proposed by the Army 
and Veterans’ Administration specifically 
provides that disabled Naval Reservists 
may have the option of applying either 
for the pension or the employees compen- 
sation. 

The War Department in approving the 
bill with the proposed amendments, fol- 
lowed the lead of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration in avoiding all mention of the 
National Guard’s position in the matter. 
Secretary Woodring, however, did quote 
part of a letter he had submitted on some- 
what similar legislation considered last 
year in which he called attention to the 
fact that the Act of March 20, 1933, which 
repealed the right of Reserves to receive 
pensions, was a National Guard measure. 
However, in reciting that last year’s bill 
was vetoed by the President because of 
an amendment inserted on the floor of the 
House, he made no reference to the fact 
that the amendment applied the benefits 
of the bill to the National Guard, simply 
declaring “in its amended form the bill 
covered a subject not here pertinent but 
on account of which the bill was dis- 
approved by the President.” 

Next week’s hearings, however, are ex- 
pected to be devoted principally to con- 
sideration of whether to include the Na- 
tional Guard within the benefits of the 
measure. Representatives of the National 
Guard Association and the Adjutants 
General Association will testify, together 
with War Department officials. The Gov- 
ernment’s stand in the matter is that Na- 
tional Guardsmen are not in Federal ser- 
vice when attending armory drills, sum- 
mer camps and concentrations, that the 
Federal Government should not pay com- 
pensation for persons injured while in 
State service and that many states recog- 
nize this by providing pensions for the 
Guard. National Guard officers contend, 
however, that while camps and drills are 
technically non-Federal service, the Fed- 
eral Government recognizes that such is 
for the benefit of the United States by 
the fact that it pays the Guard while 
undergoing such training. 

Secretary Woodring in his letter en- 
dorsing the pension bill with suggested 
amendments says: 

“In the event that it is deemed advis- 
able by the committee to accomplish the 
purpose desired by means of amendment 
to the Veterans’ Regulation, it is believed 
that such amendment should properly re- 
store those pension benefits to members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps and En- 
listed Reserve Corps which were with- 
drawn from them by the Act of June 15, 
1933, but should not broaden the pre- 
existing law to embrace in its provisions 
personnel not theretofore embraced. In 
this connection it is felt that the phrase 
‘while performing military or naval ser- 
vice for training purposes’ used in the 
proposed legislation is too broad, for a 
liberal construction of the phrase would 
embrace persons injured while engaged 
in any individual training in an inactive 
duty status, or a nonfederal status. Under 
the provisions of Army Regulations such 
individual training includes courses of 
instruction at troop schools and group 
schools; Army extension courses, indi- 
vidual assemblies of officers forindividual 
training tactics and technique of his arm 
or service ; duty on various boards of offi- 
cers on an inactive status; administra- 
tive duty in connection with his unit; as 
well as duty on an inactive status at 
special service schools and the Command 
and General Staff School; duty on an in- 
active status by attachment to active 
units of the Regular Army or, with the 
consent of proper State officials, with 
units of the National Guard; firing prac- 
tice on an inactive status with units of 
the Regular Army or National Guard or 
at indoor and outdoor rifle ranges pro- 
vided for by Section 113, National De- 
fense Act, and use of Army airplanes. 

“The War Department is of the opinion 
that the underlying principle upon which 
existing pension laws are based should be 
strictly adhered to. The long established 
policy of the Government that an obliga-

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Pensions for Reserves 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
tion on account of injury does not arise 
until the member of the armed forces is 
placed under competent orders in an ae 
tive duty status in the Federal service, is 
deemed sound and it is felt that a de- 
parture from such policy would mitigate 
against the best interests of the Govern- 
ment and the armed forces, including the 
Officers and Enlisted Reserve Corps. * * * 
“Legally there is a distinct dividing line 
between the active duty status and the 
inactive duty status of Reserve personnel. 


In fact, in the former the person is in the 
active military service of the United 
States and in the latter he is not. Such 


a distinction is the difference between a 
pensionable and a nonpensionable status 
under the laws administered by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. Though Reserve 
officers have a continuing commission, un- 
less they are called to active duty they 
are essentially civilians, unhampered by 
legal restrictions placed upon active duty 


Reserve personnel; they receive no pay 
nor allowances, have no right to pensions, 
receive no service credit, and in time of 
peace this civilian status may not be in- 
fringed upon more than for 15 days per 
year without their consent.”

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Recognize Auto Use 

The increasing use of automobiles and 
the development of highways has resulted 
in official government travel being fre- 
quently performed in motor vehicles, the 
Comptroller General pointed out in a 
ruling this week in which he held that 
travel, in many instances, may now be 
computed by highway distances rather 
than from the Official Mileage tables. 

“With the development of highways 
and with the increased use of Govern- 
ment and privately owned automobiles, 
and other modes of conveyance, such as 
the motor bus,” the Comptroller’s office 


said, “official travel is now frequently 
performed over public highways. The 
regulations as changed recognize this 


growing mode of transportation and au 
thorize the computation of mileage ac 
counts on the basis of the distance of the 
actual necessary travel by Government 
or privately-owned conveyance, provided 
such distances are pot in excess of those 
shown in the Official Mileage ‘Tables or 
W. bD., F. D. Form No. 46, and provided 
further that payment for highway travel 
will in no case exceed the amount that 
would be payable computed by the Official 
Mileage Tables inclusive of any land- 
grant involved by the route established by 
the Official Mileage Tables. The effect of 
the regulations is to establish distances 
for the payment of mileage for automo- 
bile travel over the ‘shortest’ usually 
traveled routes, and computation of the 
officer’s mileage account may legally be 
made on the basis of distances computed 
us therein set out.” 

The official synopsis of the decision 
follows: 

“Mileage allowance payable to an of- 
ficer of the Army traveling by Govern- 
ment or privately-owned conveyance 
under competent orders without troops 
is now for computation under Army 
Regulations changes promulgated under 
dates of December 21, 1936, and February 
5, 1037, on the basis of distance of actual 
necessary travel by such conveyances, 
provided such distances are not in excess 
of those shown in the Official Mileage 
Tables or W.D.F.D. Form No, 46, pay- 
ment in no case to exceed the amount 
that would be payable on the basis of 
such latter distances less deduction for 
land-grant involved by the route so es- 
tablished.”

U.S. May Go to 16-Inch Guns 


There appears to be no doubt but that 
the United States will put 16-inch guns 
on the two new battleships to be begun in 
the near future, us the result of the an 
nouncement of Japan rejecting the pro 
posal that she join other leading naval 
powers in limiting the maximum caliber 
of guns on capital ships to 14 inches, 

Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swan 
son, however, stated last week that the 
Navy had not reached a decision as to the 
size of guns on the two batleships. “We 
will not decide between the 14-inch and 
the 16-inch guns until we have got our 
information from all nations,” he added. 

In replying to Great Britain, Japan 
said that it could not agree to qualitative, 
without quantitative, limitation. This at 
titude was expressed last year when the 
Japanese delegation withdrew from the 
London Naval Conference. 

Japan's refusal to join the United 
States, Great Britain and France in limi- 
tation of guns to 14 inches in accordance 
with terms of the London Treaty, to 
which Italy agreed to adhere if Japan 
would do so, indicates strongly that all 
powers will mount 16-inch guns. 

The Navy Department when it an- 
nounced it would build two new battle- 
ships of 35,000 tons said that two sets of 
plans were being prepared, one calling for 
nine 16-inch guns and the other for 12 
14-inch guns. There would be no sacrifice 
of weight in the protective armor, the 
Navy Department said, as a way had 
been found to mount either the nine 16- 
inch guns or the 12 14-inch guns in three 
turrets. A precedent in American naval 
construction would be set, it was ex- 
plained, if four guns were mounted in one 
turret, as would be required if the 14- 
inch guns were adopted. 

As an all-around gun the 16-inch gun 
is more satisfactory than the 14 or the 
12-inch guns, the Navy Department has 
found. The 16-inch gun is not only more 
powerful, but is more accurate and has 
greater penetration power for long range 
firing than the 14-inch gun. At the Lon- 
don Naval Conference last year Admiral 
William H. Standley, then Chief of Na- 
val Operations, said that the United 
States preferred the 16-inch gun to the 
14-inch weapon. 

“Because of the greater visibility con- 
ditions encountered in the areas which 
we habitually operated as compared with 
the poorer visibility encountered in Euro- 
pean waters, we have been forced to de- 
velope firing at extreme ranges,” Ad- 
miral Standley told the Conference. “As 
between a 16-inch gun and a 14-inch gun, 
we know from our experience, tests and 
development that the former is better 
suited than the latter for long-range gun- 
nery, because of its greater accuracy and 
greater penetration at extreme ranges. 
** * We prefer the 16-inch gun and our 
willingness to reduce to the 14-inch * * * 
is a concession in the interests of agree- 
ment.” 

Stressing this latter point again later, 
he said: 

“We are willing to accept the 14-inch 
gun only as a compromise and in the in- 
terest of agreement, provided no more 
ships with guns of 16-inches are laid 
down by any power.” 

Only three of the United States’ 15 bat- 
tleships the Colorado, Maryland and 
West Virginia—now have 16-ineh guns. 
All others, except the Arkansas which is 
fitted with 12-inch guns, have 14-inch 
guns. The Colorado, Maryland and West 
Virginia each have eight 16-inch guns of 
45 caliber mounted in four turrets.

Proposed Naval Reserve Law 
(Continued from Page 638) 
in Congress and with the Navy Depart 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the 1936 draft of Naval 
Reserve Law prepared by the Navy De 
partment has not yet been officially re 
leased. Recent reports indicate that it 
is now under consideration by the Direc 
tor of the Budget and that it will be fur 
ther considered by the President before it 
is transmitted to Congress. The Legisla 
tive Committee of the Association is 
therefore awaiting official release of this 
proposed draft of law before holding its 
conference for agreement as to action to 
be taken, and is expected to support this 
draft of the Navy Department as an ini 
tial basis for legislation. The Associa 
tion’s Legislative Committee will pre 
sumably reconsider the four objectives 
aforementioned, and in addition, give 
some thought to such important features 
as security of officers’ Commissions, an 
equitable flow of promotion, retirement 
with pay for Reservists who have had 
long periods of active service, confusion 
arising out of retired regulars being in 
cluded in the Reserve, provisions which 
will improve the morale and efficiency of 
the several classes of the Reserve, im 
provement in provisions governing rela 
tions with the States which are cooperat 
ing by maintaining Reserve organizations 
in Naval Militia status, and possibly also 
standardization of budgetary practice, 
with the National Guard and Army Re 
serve, for easy comparison.

British View New US Division 

An interesting critical view of the re 
cent reorganization of the division in the 
American Army is contained in the 
United Services Review (London) reach 
ing this country recently 

“The United States have now deter 
mined,” the British editor states, “to 
tackle the reorganization of that unman 
ageable Colossus the infantry division 
mechanized. In its general outline the re 
organization, follows, in so far as the in 
fantry grigade is concerned, the lines of 
our own proposals of December 21, 1035. 
The infantry brigade is to consist of a 
machine-gun battalion and three rifle 
battalions. We have now abandoned this 
plan and are attempting to achieve a 
smaller brigade and division by with 
drawing into division and corps troops as 
much as possible of both arms and ser 
vices, *“* * 

“There would appeur to be a consider 
able gain in fire power. So far as artillery 
is concerned the organization has become 
more fiexible with the creation of large 
corps resources. In small arms, when the 
supply of the Gerand semi-automatic rifle 
to all ranks has been completed, there will 
be a considerable increase, though the 
actual number of rifles will have been re 
duced from 8,727 to 6,000, 

“This rifle, it will be remembered, takes 
a loud of 22 rounds. From the organiza 
tional and tactical point of view fire 
power will be much better distributed 
for a war like the last, of course 

“The most striking reduction of all will 
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be in road space. Under the new organiza- 
tion the number of vehicles increases 
from 1,552 to 1,043, but the amount of 
road occupied will be 19 miles, as com- 
pared with 29. There can be little doubt 
that this formation is still of unmanage 
able length, the more so when it is re- 
membered into what a strait-jacket 
mechanization with  non-cross-country 
vehicles puts any unit, for not only can it 
often not leave the road but it cannot turn 
round on it in all cases. 

“As in our own case—including both the 
rejected and the contemplated plan—I am 
afraid that the results will be disappoint 
ing. Detailed organization, of course, will 
be much improved, and tactically the divi- 
sion will be where it should have been in 
1914, or even in 1915, or at any time up to 
the moment when the new assault weapon 

the tank -reached a reasonably satis 
factory state of efliciency and reliability. 

“One has only to consider what will 
happen to such a division when it meets 
an all-steel counterpart to see that the 
general policy of reorganization has 
ignored possibilities, if not probabilities, 
even When we keep our eyes on the ground 
alone. And, incidentally, the writer sees 
no mention of anti-tank preparation in the 
scheme as reported in the ‘ARMY AND 
Navy Journan,” and he finds himself 
somewhiut at a loss to know where such a 
division will be able to fight, unless Army 
authorities copy the very sound example 
of their naval colleagues and by interna 
tional conferences arrange rules in ad 
vance, 

“When we contemplate this organiza 
tion from above oa continuous target of 
19 miles, powerless to hit back effectively 
to many, if not all, forms of air attack, 
and possibly reduced to immobility-—-one 
can only hope that we shall be able to 
keep war at arm's length and allow grown 
men to continue to play harmlessly at 
‘soldiers. The explanation of these 
strange products of War Ministries is 
really quite simple—they represent an at 
tempt to pour old armies into the ma 
chine-and-air age without changing their 
form. New conditions, however, demand 
that a start should be made from = the 
other end namely, that armies should be 
created on a completely new model.” 





Warrant Officers’ Pay 

Senator Sheppard has introduced a bill 
to authorize warrant officers of the Army 
to receive longevity pay on the same basis 
as commissioned officers, At present war 
rant officers receive longevity increases of 
5 per cent every four years (with a maxi 
mum of 25 per cent) under the same cir 
cumstances as enlisted men, The bill, S 
"3, would allow them a 10 per cent in 
crease every five years (with a maximum 
of 40 per cent). Prior to the 1922 Pay 
Act, warrant officers received longevity 
pay on the latter basis. Similar legisla 
tion was opposed by the War Department 
in the last Congress
